appeal and for each dependent claim argued separately, shall refer to the 
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specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by 
reference characters. See 37 CFR § 41.37(c)(l)(v). 

A Supplemental Appeal Brief that is in compliance with 37 CFR § 
41.37(c)(l)(v) is required. 

Further, an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) was filed June 27, 
2005. It is not apparent fi-om the record that the examiner considered the 
statement submitted or notified appUcants of why this submission did not meet 
the criteria set forth in 37 CFR §§ 1.97 and 1.98. 

Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is being electronically returned 
to the Examiner: 

1) to have appellants submit a Supplemental Appeal Brief that is in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 41.37(c)(l)(v) for the "Summary of Claimed 
Subject Matter" section contained in the Appeal Brief filed on October 7, 
2005; 

2) for consideration of the Information Disclosure Statement; and 
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3) for such further action as may be appropriate.
